The copies of It'ijihael's works (>x- 
hil)ited w(!re"Hnina Michel Victoricux 
dn Demon,'' "La Belle .riirdinieiH," 
"Hancta Oeciilia," " Dresilen Madon- 
na," "Madonna of the chair," 
••Marriage of .Joseph and Mary," and 
JiiH last work, "The Transfiguration." 

T^io disconrso was witnessed by a 
large anil most appreciative audi<'nce, 
who voted it one of the best thoy 
liavo attended.

Soon after seven o'clock last even- 
ing lire w.as discovered in the school- 
room of Miss Frost, situatcMl on the 
ground floor, second door from the 
hist entrrince of the building. An 
alarm was iminiidialely sent in for the 
Oity Fire Dcjiartment wliich respond- 
ed |)roin])tly and succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flami^s before doing 
further damage than the loss of a 
teaclier's desk, sciorching the ceiling 
.■ind woodwork of the room badly. 

Q.'h(» origin of the fire is enshrouded 
in mystery, us the room had been un- 
occupied since luvlf-post twelve 
o'clock. 

Si'veral theories are advanced as to 
how the fire got started. Tlio room 
is heated l)y what is known as steam 
coil or radiator. Near it stood the 
desk, us(!d by tln^ teacher, containing, 
it is baid, in one of its drawers, Bome 
matehes, which some believe became 
ij^nited from the heat given oft" by the 
radiator. In onr opinion, tliis seems 
hardly possibU^. 

Another cause assigned to it, is 
that the serviint who cleans the room 
up, left her bioom and some rubbish 
standing too no.'U' the radiator whi(!h 
thus became heated, and were the 
cause or the fire. 

Others believed that some of the 
pupils got into the room through the 
windows which had been left unfas- 
tended, lighted matches in their en- 
deavors to find something, and had 
carelessly threw them into the 
watse-bisket, which stood under the 
desk without seeing that they were 
<!xtingui.shed, .-ind thus set fire to the 
trash it contained. 

Hut from whatever cause the fire 
got started, wo can f(;el thankful that 
it occurred at the time it did, and that 
the damage resulting from it is no 
greiilor. Had it taken place later in 
tlie night, wlu^ii everybody was asleep, 
there is no telling what the conse-

Editor Jouknal : — Others besides 
Miss Fuller may have thought from 
my silence and opposition to the 
" Leap year Proposal " that I have de- 
serted the ladies college subject. Such 
not being the case, 1 ask room in your 
pai)er for an explanation. 

In' tho first place, as Miss Fuller's 
plan of operation seemed to meet the 
most favor, I thought it best to «ay 
nothing because if 1 did, it would be 
in direct opposition, and l)eing a friend 
of tho enterprise, I did not any ob- 
struction in tho way. I s.aid at the 
beginning, and Btill adhere to that be- 
liof, that it was'im possible to succeed 
through private subscriptions, unless 
some wealthy citizen shouhl make tho 
fund a large donation, and that after 
it was ohtablisb(!d, it could not be 
maintained unless tho ntudents defray- 
ed their own expenses, or it' was fos- 
tered by the government. 

Secondly, as the i/ouuij ladies took 
BO little interest in the subject, I had 
como to the couelusiou 1 had been 
deluded, and had laboured for naught, 
and I of courst! woulil not advocate a 
meiiBuro not wanted. However I now 
believe that tho necessity is greater 
than tho demand, and it will not be 
long before the opposors of tho scheme 
will be convinced th.-it the silence of 
the young ladies was not caused by 
theirnot wanting a college. A project is 
on foot fora-scertaiuing tho number of 
young ladies that would attend if such 
an institution was established, and I 
am inclined to think tho number will 
not fall short of tho present number of 
yt)ung men atteiuling this college. 

Thirdly, as the discussion has drift- 
ed into what should be Mtudiud oto., 
(and we may adil, what the state in- 
stitutions should do), it is obvious that 
it would bo impropriety for a j)er8on in 
my situation to speak as older per- 
sons would do. Besides 1 am averse 
to controversies with deaf-mutes sitp- 
ply because they usually become per- 
sonal. I cite, for instance, the "Milo- 
Dougherty Wrangle, " which was akin 
to the present discussion; also an un- 
ladylike attack more upon a friend of 
imi-s by " Wisconsin Girl graduate." 
I woidd not be bo reticent if any one 
bad made an assault, on my arguments. 

Tho friends of the entorpi iso have 
no reason, and should not dosert the 
cause on account of the opposition 
raised, for it is only by persistent 
efforts that obstacles an overcome, 
and any groat good is accomplished. 
P]von, Bhouhl the college prove a 
failure, tho argumouts will have 
beneficial results; it may bo the cause 
of bringing about a radical and 
necessary change in the State Insti- 
tutions. If all tho State Institutions 
bad as high and thoroui;h a grade as 
the Now York Inslitutiona cl.aim to 
have, there would bo no mcossity for 
a college, — not oven for the boys. 

This may account for so few attend- 
ing this college from Now York, in 
proportion to some of the smaller 
states. Under the j)resent education- 
al laws of some of the States, which 
limit the number of years a pupil is 
allowed to attend school, it is impossi- 
ble to establish higher classes. And 
would it not be less trouble and 
moro successful and as V)enefioial to 
petition Congress for a college than 
to petition the States to change their 
lawst If it had not been for this 
obstacle, I would have advocated 
higher classes in tho Institutions in- 
Btead of a college. 

From what I have heard, and 
before I learn<.'d anything definite 
about this college. I did not cherish 
any higher opinic)n of it, and it was only 
through the efiorts of one of ilB 
honortnl graduates that I was induced 
to try it ; and now 1 am convinced of 
its usefulness as all knowing and 
impartial persons will admit. This 
will doubtless be the case with many 
of those who oppose the proposed 
Ladies College, shouhl it evor provo 
a reality.

EoiTOK JorKNAi-: — Looking over an 
English publication "The Garden," 
I came acroHB an article headed, 
"School Gardening," in which the 
writer Baid : "1 was pleaBcd Borne 
time ago to see that the Biibject of 
teaching children the rudiments of 
flower, fruit and vegetable gardening 
was advocated in "The Garden." Ac- 
cording to exi«ting arrangementfl, the 
giving? of such lesKons is not practicable 
in our public Hchwils, but they might 
easily be given in Institutionfl and 
Asylnms that have large gardens and 
grounds attached for the purpoHe of 
supplying the establishment with 
hardy frnit« and vegUbles." 

The main object should be to give 
the pupil a ta«te for gardening as a 
Bort of amnsement, so that in after 
years he might turn his knowledge 
to good account and earn a livelihood. 
IntereBfing lef^ureH might be given 
from time to time by amateur horti- 
culturifltfl, who are always ready to 
forward any good work. 

Gardening in its higher sense is 
both an art and a science. A knowl- 
edge of geology, chemistry, physiol- 
ogy and botany, indeed something 
from all human learning has gone 
to perfect the science of agriculture 
and horticulture. A cont«;mporary 
with Virgil wrote: The art of huHban- 
dry is so necesBary for the support of 
human life, and the comfortable sub- 
mstence and happiness of mankind 
have so great a dependence upon it, 
that the wisest men in all agcfl have 
inscribed its origin to God as the 
ordainer of it, and the wisest and 
most civilized nations who have best 
understood their true interests, have 
always endavoured to promote and 
improve it. 

Cowley quaintly says : The first 
three men were a gardener, a plow- 
nlan, and a grazier, and if any man 
object that the second was a murderer, 
I desire he would consider that as 
soon as he was so, he quitted our 
profession and turned builder. 

I am well aware that to a slight 
extent the subject of gardening is 
taught at the New York Institution ; 
but could it not be greatly enlarged 
in its scope? 

The culture of flowers is one of 
the most pleasing that any one can 
engage in for pleasure or profit, and 
it i« one that is in every way suitable 
for mules, as nearly one half of the 
pupils in our Institutions are from 
the country, and on graduating, they 
return to their homes to engage in 
agricultural pursuits as a means of 
gaining a livinghood, and they are 
to some extent accustomed to the use 
of tools necessary in tbe art of 
horticulture. 

The culture of bulbuloos flowers, 
such as tube roses, glarliolus, lilies, 
etc., is eaBy. The labor and care is 
no greater than that of ordinary farm 
crops, while the return in a money 
view is much greater. An Institution 
near a large city would find it profit- 
able to engage in the cnltnre of the 
above named bulbs; not only would 
the flowers command a ready sale, but 
the mercantile bulbs would be readily 
brought up Vjy large dealeru for 
foreign export. The expenses of 
course, would be much lighter than 
those of other raiserfl. Off y 

would have to employ a ' , it 
gardener who understands the raising 
of bnlboufi, roots and flowers. A 
man who is compet<-nt to give lectures 
on the subject as well as to thorough- 
ly drill them in the manual details of 
the business.
